MAKE CREDIT SAFE 


Hon, H. H. Stevens thinks bankers 
should mix more sentiment with their 
| business. A good many of their customers 
have thought the same thing, without any 
| good coming of it. 

But why blame the bank manager? He, 

too, is in the grip of circumstance. If he 
loans money and can't get it back he loses 
1 his job. If too many of them do that the 
banks get into trouble, as they did a year 
ago when the Dominion Government had 
to come to their relief with $35,000,000 of 

“inflated” money. 
The way to establish bank credit on a 

safe and sane basis is to make the dollar 
} honest. Then the banker can calculate with 
ft some. exactness whether the prospective 

borrower will be able to pay back the 
loan he asks for, three or six months 
hence. Now he can only guess, with one 

eye on the borrower and the other on a 

dollar that goes up and down like a mon- 

key on a pole. 

Stabilize the average price level by curb- 
ing the antics of our acrobatic dollar, and 
bank credit will stabilize itself. Then the 
banks will be the aids and allies of busi- 
‘ness that Mr. Stevens and everybody else 
would have them be. It will be safe then to 
lend money and to borrow money.

MRS. EMILY MURPHY 


Few residents of Edmonton have been 
so widely known at home and abroad as 
Mrs. Emily Murphy, whose death is a mat- 
ter of keen regret to thousands in this city 
and to other thousands scattered over the 
entire Dominion and beyond its borders. 
Mrs. Murphy came to Alberta some 
twenty-five years ago and during most of 
that time has resided in Edmonton. For 
fifteen years she presided in the city police 
court, being the first woman occupant of 
the magisterial bench anywhere in the 
British Empire. But home duties and judi- 
cial duties did not absorb her entire time 
and attention. She has been actively asso- 
ciated with a score of local and national 
organizations and movements for the bet- 
terment of social conditions, the protec- 
tion of the public health, child welfare, 
and numerous other good causes. 

As “Janey Canuck,” Mrs. Murphy was 
known to book readers and magazine 
readers all over Canada, throughout the 
United States, and in Europe, r writ- 
ings covered a wide range of subjects, and 
she appeared successfully on lecture plat- 
forms in many parts of the Dominion and 
in the neighboring republic, One endur- 

| ing claim to distinction is that she in- 
} augurated the movement which ended 
| when the Privy Council decided the terms

Forty Years Ago 


From the Files of the Edmonton Bulletin 


Hon. Geo. E. Foster, minister of finance, and 
party arrived on Monday's train in a private car. 
The party included Senator Lougheed, W. W. Mac- 
donald, MP, Nat Boyd, MP., and Leon Gerin, 
private secretary. While the visit was made at 
short notice an interview was arranged by Mayor 
McCauley, when the need of a bridge at Edmon- 
ton was laid before the Minister.

From the proceedings which have taken place 
before the Supreme Court in the matter of the 
Manitoba school case it appears that the point in 
dispute is not that which was decided by the 
Privy Council, namely whether or not the Roman 
Catholics of Manitoba had certain separate rights 
in educational matters at and previous to the 
transfer of the country to Canada, which rights 
had been injuriously affected by the school legis- 
lation of Manitoba. The point now in question is: 
did the legislation of the province regarding 
schools previous to the passing of the present pub- 
lic schools act create vested rights which the legis- 
lature on the grounds of public policy should not 
be allowed to destroy? 


THIRTY YEARS AGO 


The commission which was appointed to in- 
quire into the circumstances relating to the death 
of Sir Hector Macdonald “unanimously, and un- 
mistakeably find absolutely no cause for whatever” 
to believe that the famous soldier committed sui- 
cide because threatened with prosecution, as has 
been rumored. The report continues “We find the 
late Sir Hector Macdonald was cruelly assassinated 
by vile and slandering tongues.” 

There is an agitation afoot to secure the estab- 
lishment of a Dominion experimental farm in 
Alberta. ‘ 

Some British newspapers support the protests 
made in Canada and by Canadians living in Lon- 
don against the Alaskan award, and Lord Alver- 
stone is being subjected to sharp criticism on both 
sides of the ocean. 

Commenting on the situation created by the 
Alaskan award Sir Wilfrid Laurier said Canada 
should have treaty making powers, and that the 
Dominion will now have to build a railway to the 
Yukon.

The Passing Show

How relatively new and dramatic is progress 
in western Canada. Rummaging through a second 
hand bookstore in Vancouver a few days ago— 
that third city of Canada and greatest grain port 
in the world, within whose suburban boundaries 
nearly 400,000 people live-—-1 came ectoss some old 
newspapers. From their midst I sorted out a Maine 
land Guardian of June 11, 1873, published at New 
Westminster when New Westminster was the most 
important city on the mainland, and a Port Moody 
Gazette of October 11, 1884, published at a time 
when Port Moody was the ptojected terminus of 
the C.P.R. and such a place as Vancouver was not 
in existence.

There were older pepers in the West than either 
of these. The Edmonton Bulletin was one. 
Strangely enough the editor of the Port 
Gazette was mightily wroth with his confrere of 
the Edmonton Bulletin. It was all over a 
printed In The Bulletin that the C.P.R. was 
establish a terminus port on Coal Harbor. It 
one of those Bulletin stories that were contradicted 


copy of the Port Moody Gesette for his 
of early western papers, Here is the 
appeared: : 
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The C.P.R. Syndicate have expressed no 
determination to remove the terminus; but 
the false reports of Van Horne’s statements, 
made during his recent visit to British Colum- 
bia, have created a false impression outside, and 
The Bulletin is only one of many papers that 
have been misled thereby. 

No doubt the editor of that day felt duly chas- 
tised at these words, uttered more in sorrow than 
in anger. Today, Port Moody isn’t even a stop- 
ping place for the transcontinental trains that 
thunder by on their way to and from the ter- 
minus on Coal Harbor.

People read history in order that it may act as 
a guide and interpreter of the present. Sometimes 
the present acts as a “guide and interpreter of the 
past. I'd always taken cum grano salis that remark 
attributed to Marie Antoinette when the hungry 
crowds swarmed round the gates of Versailles 
asking for bread: “If they have no bread to eat 
why don't they eat cake,” the young Queen is said 
to have innocently rerasrked. 

Yet it was in just such a spirit of innocence that 
*Premier Bennett the other day wanted to know 
why University students don’t take pick and shovel 
work or housekeeping jobs.

The part that denotes the progress is not in the 
blows to the neck and heart and stomach and jaw, 
which were as civilised then as now The n.otable 
part is that “they fought to a finish, Queensbury 
endurance rules for $500 a side.

There were no million dollar purses or 45 rows 
of “ringside seats” in 1884.

condition may occur and when it does, the patient 
will say that he has “a cold on the chest that he 
can't get rid of.” 

Acute bronchitis usually begins as a cold which 
extends down from the nose and throat. The first 
symptoms are those of a cold with fever and 
of the muscles. Next occurs horseness, and 
patient has a_ tight, constricted sensation 
the chest under the breast bone. The air 
of the throat and chest become sore and 
raw. <A short, rough cough is commonly seen 
which grows worse at night. In the first stages of 


A few days later the cough becomes “looser,” 
it then lacks its painful character and raises mucus 
in great quantities, which is usually accompanied 
by thick yellow or greenish pus. The symptoms 
vary considerably, depending upon how much of 
the lining of the bronchial tubes is fafected, If 
the inflammation spreads and includes the smaller 
divisions of the bronchial tubes, a condition de- 
velops which is much more serious than the aver- 
age case of bronchitis. An ordinary attack will 
clear up within a week or two. 


Chronic bronchitis may follow several acute 
attacks, or may be seen in the aged, and also among 
men who work where there is a great deal of dust. 
The symptoms may be absent in summer and 
return each winter. The main symptoms is an 
annoying and persistent cough, generally worse in 
the early morning. The soreness and painful raw- 
ness of the acute attacks are lacking and the 
patient may not raise much mucus, or a large 
amount. A chronic bronchitis might be considered 
about the same as a mild tuberculosis, except that 


*the cure is much shorter. 


The treatment of the acute form consists of 
rest in bed, the use of the fruit juice fast and 
enemas. In fasting for bronchitis, it is a good 
plan to use the canned unsweetened pineapple 
juice, which cuts the mucus in the throat in a 
highly satisfactory manner. Or, orange juice, 
tomatoe juice or grapefruit juice may be ‘taken, 


using one eight-ounce glass every two hours. The | 


sweating treatment also gives beneficial results. 
And keeping the patient warm at all times will 
be found helpful. 

In chronic cases, a curative fasting and dieting 
tegimen is needed, and the patient should avoid 
starches and sugars for some time, Exercise is of 
value, particularly welking. Normal intestinal 
action of two or three movements per day should 
be established. Treatment with the deep-therapy 
lamp and spinal manipulations will also speed up 
recovery. There is no need to give up hope in 
chronic bronchitis, for by following the right in- 
structions for overcoming this disorder, a steady 
improvement will be noted.

Money Problem

In the following article, special te the Edmon- 
ton Bulletin, Mr. Elliott expresses ideas for 
correcting evils of the present monetary system. 
The views expressed are those of Mr. Elliott, and 
not necessarily those of The Edmonton Bulletin.— 
Editor. 

The laborer, the mechanic, the storekeeper, the 
wholesaler, the menufacturer, railway company 
all face the same and the one problem, This is 
how to get enough money to keep going. It has to 
be earned; and it can only be earned by develop- 
ment of the resources of the country. 

This development is at « standstill, and the re- 
sult is a retrograde commercial movement-a de- 
struction of rea] estate velues—-a complete break- 
down of the railway freight volume—and a reduc- 
tion of commodity prices, wages and salaries to 
the vanishing point. 

The condition of the rest of the world only 
affects these facts incidentally, according to the 
extent to which we join in the destruction of 
world traffic by a crazy tariff war; using a tariff 
which does not help and actually harms all the 
great basic industries of Canada such as pulp and 
paper, egriculture, lumbering, mining and fishing 
and railway transportation, 

The retrograde movement has been allowed to 
drift so fer, that the only thing left for considera- 
tion is what can be done; not what anyone wants 
to do, or would like to do, 


CREDIT ALONE BUINOUS 

The only answer is that there must be Dominion 
Government action to provide money--sound 
money~-and plenty of it to be used in develop- 
ment of the resources of the country, Do not 
be misled by the statement that credit is just as 

ood “as money. Our successive money panics in 

orth America, from 1636 up to date, prove to the 
extent of precise, mathematical demonstration, that 
business and commercial strugtures erected on the 
basis of credit alone will crash with ruinous effect, 
Also they have crashed-and you know it. 

It has also been proved to the extent of precise, 
mathematical demonstration, that the factor of 
redemption is altogether absent in the system of 
issuing Federel and Provincial and Municipal 
Bonds, The amount just keeps on getting bigger

payment off in full in sound money, This sound- 
ness is fully guaranteed by the issue of money 
on the direct credit of the Canadian nation; 
secured in each instance by an adequate sinking 
fund for the creation whereof specific percentages 
of the public revenue are unalterably assigned. 

Federal issues can be secured out of Federal 
Revenue; Provincial out of Provincial Revenue; 
and Municipal out of Municipal Revenue; with an 
aggregate public saving of about one million 
dollars per day. 

Like it or not-—and believe if or notethis is 
the only way the public debt can be paid. 


GET SOUND MONEY 

The bondholder who is paid off, will have fully 
secured, sound, Canadian legal tender money, He 
can invest it in any assets in Canada and the 
result of these investinents will be the recovery of 
our national and commercial life, Unless the bond- 
holder is paid off this way, and has to invest this 
way, he is on the way out to @ certainty. There 
is only one way to get one hundred cents on the 
dollar, and that is to get sound Canadian money 
available for investment in Canada, Hope of any 
other mode of collection is a myth.

necessary with the use of glycerine 
and ethylene glycol 

Its greatest disadvantage is its low 
boiling point, causing its evapor- 
ation as soon as the engine gets 
hot enough for effective operation 

Methanol, or ‘weod alcohol, is 
comparatively new as an anti- 
freeze. It has the same advantages 


and disadvantages as denatured al- | 


cohol, but in addition carriers a 
stigma as a dangerous poison, over 
which medical authorities and its 
manufacturers disagree.

A recent study of 40,000 used 
car sales conducted by Motor Mag- 
azine produces figures that are of 
interest to every car owner and|/ 
every prospective buyer.

also commissioners 

“A mayor in the Old Country 
is a sort of chairman of the coun- 
cil and also the social head of the 
city 

“However, it is a scheme which 
might bear investigation. It has 
both advantages and disadvan- 
tages.”

Forward Pass 
When the Forward Pass was first 
introduced into the Canadian game 
a few years back it was done so 
with the intention of opening up 
the play and providing a threat 
which would force secondary de- 
fences back farther from the line 
of scrimmage, and in this way give 
more chance for the regular plays 
of Canadian football to develop 
ground gaining force. And so in 
order to keep the Canadian code 
as intact as possible with the entry 
of the Forward Pass, certain restric- 
tions were played upon the use of 

this new idea 

The main restriction is that con- 
cerning the heavy penalty imposed 
for the non-completion of the pass 
within the defending team's 25-yard 
line. If thrown within any other
